the cerebKMSpinal nervous system, to 
which work several of the speakers re- 
ferred. 
This work which occupied 


some six months of constant labor, was 
considered of such importance that it 
was exhibited at the Chicago Exposi- 
tion and is the only one of its kind in 
existence.

The pre- 
ferred stock will be given to the hold- 
ers of the general lien bonds in ex- 
change for that security, and the 
money with which to pay off the float- 
ing debt and receivers' certificates has 
been raised by assessing the stock- 
holders $40 a share. The present first 
motgage and all underhing liens are 
undisturbed. 


It is expected the Western Maryland 


will be taken out of the hands receiv- 
ers by the end of the year. While no 
ntimation has been given by those in 
control of the company, it is generally 
relieved Mr. Bush will be elected pres- 
ident under the reorganization and 
that Mr. Robertson will be retained as 
vice 'president and general managaer. 


Just what voice the Goulds will have 


in. the rehabilitated Western .Mary- 
land is unknown. It is known that 
John D. Rockefeller is one of the dom- 
inant factors in the company, but the 
Goulds have always been close to the 
Standard Oil magnate, and there are 
many who believe the Goulds and 
Rockefeller will pool interests and 
control the road.

BEMRT LJISHER 
DEAD 


YORKE'S 
COUNTY 
OLDEST 


MEMBER OF THE BAR 


Be Resided in Gettysburg Several 


Years and Practiced Law in 


Adams County 


Henry L. Fieber. the oldest mem- 


ber of the York county bar, aud well 
known to the older generation in 
Adams- county, and at one time 
among the foremost criminal lawyers 
of southern Pennsylvania, died at 
liie home in York last week, at the 
age of 87 years. InBrmaties of old 
age, hastened by a shock of a recent 
fall upon the bath room floor at his 
home, brought about his death. 


The accident which hastened Lie 


death occured Thursday, Xov. 4, and 
in the complication ot ills which fol- 
lowed, the aged attorney, unconsci- 
ous for the greater part of the time in 
the last few days, slept peacefully 
away, the end,coming just 12 days 
past the eighty-seventh anniversary 
of hie birth. 


Mr. Fishers last appearance in pub- 


lic was at a banquet given by the law 
firm of Niles & Nefl, of York about 
eix weeks ago. At that time he read 
a poem which be had composed iu a 
period covering several years. The 
last verse, which he had 
written 


(shortly 
uefore 
the 
banquet, had 


for its theme his approaching death, 
which he seemed to foresee. 


Bom of German ancestry, in Frank- 


lin county, November 3, 182:2, he ac- 
quired hi-1 education iu the public 
schools there. In early manhood he 
followed 
various pursuits, 
liually 


drifting to the law. for which his 
etroug mental equipment well lifted 
him. 


He was admitted to practice in the 


Frankliu county courts iu 1849. 
He 


moved to Gettysburg, residing here a 
short time, going to York in 1853. He 
was admitted to practice in the York 
county courts on Aug. 23, 1853, and 
with the exception of about a year he 
had a continuous practice in York un- 
til a few years ago, when he was physi- 
cally disabled. He was identified with 
many of the more important cases that 
came before the court for trial. 


He will be remembered as a great 


pleader before a jury, aud when it be- 
came known that he was interested in 
iu important case, especially of a 
criminal character, a large crowd as- 
sembled in the courtroom to hear his 
pleadings. 
He was widely known 


and highly respected. He had strong 
social qualities and was an entertain- 
ing and agreeable companion. He was 
jthe oldest member of the York legal 
bar. 


In 1853 he was the Democratic nom- 


inee for congress to represent the dis- 
trict then composed or York, Cum- 
berland and Perry counties. He was 
defeated by Benjamin F. Junkin, of 
Perry county. 


Hie activity in politics ceased with 


this campaign, and he thereafter affili- 
ated himself with the Republicans. 


Baring the remainder of his life, 


while confining himself almost ex- 
clusively to his law practice, be still 
found time for writing many poems. 
For this he showed considerable abili- 
ty, contributing frequently to the pa- 
pers aud publishing a book of verse 
under the title "The Olden Times." 
He also wrote articles in Pennsylvania 
German, of which dialect he was fond. 


Among these were: "Die Alte Mar- 


ick Haus in der mittel von der Stadt;" 
and "Kurzwell un' Zeilfertreib." He 
also wrote a chapter on the Pennsyl- 
vania Germane for the York county 
history. 


His fondness for literature led to 


intimacies with many famous auth- 
ors, among whom were Longfellow 
and Whittier, with whom during 
their life time he maintained a corres- 
pondence. Of "Old Times" Long- 
fellow wrote to him, ''You are doing 
a good work which will live after 
you." 


For a period of over forty years, 


Mr. Fisher, who was the leading i 
criminal lawyer of his day, was em- 
ployed on oue side or the other, in 
most oi the important cases that came 
before the Yoik county court. It is 
said of him that he was the master 
of the art of marshalling liis facts so 
ae to compel the attention of jurors, 
and his oratory was earnest and im- 
pressive.

finement of their color schemes, from 
which state of careless indifference, it 
is pleasant to note, we have at laat 
emerged. In respect to color, Nature 
is always more careful than man. No 
matter where she shows her work, 
whether it be under the tropical Afri- 
can sun or under the leaden dull 
clouds of the wintry north, she knits 
the colors of all things together with 
atmosphere, aud by consummate skill, 
contrasting here a color and there a 
color, effects complete harmony. In- 
deed, Nature is mans' encyclopedia of 
color. 


Take, for Instance, tln» matter of a 


green tree. Our knowledge and obser- 
vation may tell us that every leaf of it 
is precisely the color of its neignbor, 
apple greeu, perhaps. 
We give to this 


absolute color the term local color, 
that is, the actual color of the leaves 
them&elves. However, we all know 
that at a distance the cole reflect of all 
those leaves may vary greatly from 
this local color, that the tree may ap- 
pear to be colored by at least half a 
dozen greens, light aud dark, running 
from the warm tones of yellow-green 
to the cold tones of blue-green.' If an 
artist, painting a picture of this tree, 
should attempt to get the effect of it 
ou canvas, solely by the use of one 
shade of green (the local color) he 
would fail to produce any thing beyond 
a mere suggestion of the trees outline. 
As it is, his observations and study 
bave taught him the proper employ- 
ment of various shades of greeu (all 
iu their proper relation to one another) 
that are required to translate ou bis 
canvas the portrait of the tree, so to 
speak. 


Now the interior decorator has cer- 


tain problems of much the same sort 
to contend with. 
If he starts iu to 


decorate a room according to a green 
color scheme, he will not select a 
single shade of green aud attempt to 
arrive at any pleasing effect by its sole 
employment to the exclusion of con- 
trasting shades and colors or of other 
greens iu the color scale relative to it. 
No, instead he will produce harmony 
in his decoration somewhat as the 
painter produces harmony in his pic- 
ture, but unless he has an intuitive 
color sense it will be well for him to 
give the matter the thought and study 
it deserves, especially as there are 
some very sure precepts for employing 
color that he can learn quickly.

Gyroscope Car Makes Good. 


On Nov. 10, in England, occurred 


the first public demonstration of the 
new monorail railway on a full scale 
which works ou principle of the gyro- 
scope, being the invention of Louis 
Brenuau announced about 18 mouths 
ago. 


The guests witnessed a spectacle as 


marvellous and as revolutionary from 
the standpoint of transportation as 
that which aeroplaues have furnished 
during the last two years. They saw 
a car 40 feet long, 10 feet wide aud 13 
feet high, weighiug 22 tons, mounted 
on a single rail, running freely about 
curves of all sorts and angles, carrying 
forty passengers with safety as com- 
plete aud vibration far less than the 
ordinary passenger car. 


The vehicle runs iu a circle au eighth 


of a mile iu circumference at a speed 
of twenty-five miles an hour, with 
eighty horse-power, without the slight- 
est tendency to leave the rail. Two 
gyroscopes weighing three-quarters of 
a ton each automatically supply per- 
fect stability. 
The rail closely re- 


sembles the ordinary one except that 
the top is somewhat curved, aud the 
rims of the wheels correspond to this 
curve. 


The gyroscopes make 3,000 revolu- 


tions a minute iu \acuo. The motive 
power is entirely self-contained iu a 
a petrol engine which is used to drive 
the dynamo. 


Mr. Brennau explained 
recently 


that he finds the efficiency of the new 
principle in a full sized car far greater 
proportionately than iu the model. 
He is convinced that the monorail will 
soon revolutionize railroad transporta- 
tion. With vehicles double and triple 
the size of the present one a speed of 
150 miles au hour can be attained 
with greater safety than sixty miles 
an hour under the present transporta- 
tion conditions. 


The vehicle is mounted on four 


wheels. The machinery is contained 
in a cablike structure in the front por- 
tion ot the car iu order to be easy of 
access, but for service cars it will be 
located beneath the floor. Great speed 
is impossible in the present location 
of the line on account of the limited 
length of track available. 


Tests during the past six mouths 


have demonstrated that the invention 
will make • large reduction in the cost 
of construction and will effect great

economy in operation over the ordin- 
ary railroad. It also gives increased 
safety at high speed, which is only 
limited by the power available for 
overcoming wind 
pressure which, 


when a car is moving over a hundred 
miles- an hour, becomes an important 
factor. Recent American tests have 
proved that the limit of safety on two 
rails is a little over seventy-five miles 
au hour, owing to the rapid increase 
iu oscillation aud the teudeucy of the 
wheels to climb the rails. 


Mr. Breuuau's demonstration arous- 


ed unbound enthusiasm among the 
engineering experts who were present. 
They were especially marvelled at the 
wierd ettects of the new principle, one 
&f which was that when the forty 
passeugers were all crowded upou one 
side of the car the result was not the 
depression of that side under the un- 
balancing pressure, but paradoxically 
the opposite. The more weight was 
added the higher rose the level of the 
overloaded side as the gyroscopes 
sought to balance the unequal load.

Geers on the Horse. 


Edwin F. Geers, the famous dmer 


of harness horses, who is now 58 years 
of age, SO of which have been spent in 
tbe development of trotters and pacers, 
in speaking about tbe selection of 
horses for track purposes, says : 


"The only way to pick a horse is just 


the way you would pick a friend. 
Beauty doesn't count. You look him 
square in the face, and if he has a good 
head, full face, a Hue eye, aud a good, 
matured ear, be is all right. If he 
looks like a convict, let him alone. 


"The first horse that gave me my 


start was as hairless as a maugy dog; 
and his tail was a scraggy affair, but 
I trained him for a race and sold him 
for $225 more than 1 bought him for. 
That happened in Lebanon, Tenu., 
where I was brought up. My father 
had a store, and be set me to working 
in it. But every spare minute I had 
was with the horses. Finally, we got 
a pony on a debt that was given to me] 
I traded him for a neighbor's mare 
that could trot aud gave $20 to boot. 
1 worked the mare on tbe road until 
she went so well that I sold her for 
5225 and then I bought the hairless 
fellow that won many faat races. 


"Bringing up a horse is just as in- 


teresting as bringing up a child. They 
have their family traits, and you have 
to take them into account. Home are 
like a giddy girl when you are break- 
lug them. But that is nothing to go by. 
Just get them into a race and they 
steady down. The great trouble is lots 
of people try to teach them loo much 
at a time. I believe iu treating them 
just like children. Give them only 


j what they can take cheerfully. Then 
they won't break aud get bad natured. 
As for the whip, uot one horse in 1000 
should be touched with one."

Famous Piece of Masonry 


One of the most famous pieces of 


masonry in this part of fbe country is 
to be found not far from the Franklin 
county line in Adams county, between 
the stations of Chamuan and Jack's 
Mountain, ou the Baltimore aud Har- 
risburg division on the Western Mary- 
laud railroad. It is a culvert under- 
lying tbe Western Maryland railroad 
tracks with the tracks some forty feet 
above the arch of the culvert. The 
culvert is a keystone arch with foun- 
dations resting upou 
timbers sunk 


eighty feet into the ground. It was 
built in 1836 by the late A. G. Neviu, 
of Wayneaboro, as a part of the old 
Tape Worm railroad, which was under 
construction at that time. This old 
railroad was abandoned and for many 
years the road bed lay idle, until in 
1888 it was taken up as a part of the 
route of the Western Maryland con- 
necting Gettysburg and High field. 


When tbe Tape Worm railroad was 


projected the straighteat and easiest- 
to-build route carried the survey across 
treacherous ravines and through high 
hills. That part of tbe old road which

nel under Jack's Mountain, was con- 
structed under the supervision of A. 
U. Ne\iu, father of the late County 
Treasurer T. tf. Nevin of Franklin 
C'ouuty and when he cauie upon the 
peculiar geological formation at the 
point where this culvert now stands, 
it was necessary, iu order to escape the 
quicksands, to drive piles made of na- 
tive trees, fully eighty feet into the 
ground. The culvert is at the dome of 
a curve aud has been visited many 
times by railroad engineers who have 
met with difficulties similar to the one- 
which this arch surmounts.

spect this culvert and after a careful 
inspection claimed it to be the most 
perfect piece of|masonry they had ever 
seen. No better proof of its value can 
be bad than the fact that it has stood 
for seventy-three years without the 
uecebsity of a single repair.

As the time is near at hand for fall 


spraying, to rid trees of scale insects, 
aud as many inquiries in regard to the 
lime-sulphur wash, the kind of spray- 
ing apparatus to use and cost of the 
same, have been received at the Di- 
visiou of the Pennsylvania Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, the following re- 
ply by the head of the Division, Pro- 
fessor H. A. Surface, State Zoologist, 
will suffice for all, and will be of in- 
terest to every persou in Pennsylvania 
owning fruit trees, whether few or 
many. 


"You 
can either make your own 


lime sulphur solutiou aud destroy the 
scale by its use, making this material 
by boiling together the lime aud sul- 
phur, or you can buy it ready ms»de 
in the concentrated form, ready to di- 
lute with eight times its bulk of water, 
and spray ou the trees and kill the 
scale. It is cheaper to make it, but 
where you have only a few trees, it is 
more troublesome. Either form will 
kill the scale if applied strong enough, 
aud neither will hurt the trees if ap- 
plied at any strength whatever. The 
home boiled lime-sulphur is made by 
boiling four pounds of sulphur (either 
flowers or flour) with five and oue- 
half pounds of quick lime, and water 
enough to boil them, aud after ware 
add enough water to make the total 
bulk not more than twelve gallons. 
Strain this well. The straiuing is very 
important. Clogging of nozzles aud 
sloppy work is generally due to lack 
of proper straining. The best way to 
strain is to use brass wire cloth thirty 
meshes to the inch, setting it at au 
angle across the funnel, or built aa a 
cone with the point standing upright 
in tbe strainer funnel. 


"Spray the lime-sulphur'wash (eith- 


er home made or commercial) directly 
over the trees at any time after the 
leaves are oft, giving them two good 
coats, one from each side. Take ad- 
vantage of au opposite wind to spray 
the opposite side of the tree. 
Repeat 


this in tte spring when the buds are 
swelling.
